Treaty and law are practically 
the same in their provisions in so far as 
this country is concerned and the feder- 
al law now before the United States 
^Supreme Court on an appeal from a de- 
cision which pronounced it un onstituS 
tional. 

William "S. Haskell, counsel of the 
American Game Protective Association 
of New York city, has just completed 
an exhaustive study of the question and 
has come to the conclusion that there is 
no doubt that the treaty doeB preclude 
any question as to 'the law's constitu- 
tionality. 

Mr. Haskell states that the Supreme 
Court In construing Article VI, Clause 
J2 % of the Constitution, which provides 
^that all iucrrtreaties shall be the su- 
preme law of the land, has decided be- 
.yond question the states surrendered to 
the federal government the treaty mak- 
ing power, and thereby making a treaty 
a law binding within the territorial 
limits of each state and requiring the 
judges in every state to recognize its 
provision. . 

The treaty, therefore, being consti- 
tutional, and it being the duty of the 
United States to carry its provisions 
into effect, any law which enforces the 
treaty must be recognized as valid.' The 
agreements in the treaty are identical 
with the regulations made under, the 
law so that the treaty is given effect 
through the law* 

Without the law thoro would be no 
machinery to carry into effect the 
treaty agreements and therefore it is 
highly improbable that the court will 
declare the law unconstitutional. 

It would be helpful for the moral ef- 
fect on those who have doubted the 
constitutionality, of the law, if the Su- 
preme Court would consider the matter 
and express its opinion that as the^aw 
is required to carry out the treaty 
agreements, it can no longer be ques- 
tioned or disregared, and it is to be 
hoped that the Department of Justice 
will be able to obtain an expression 
from the court.

Lake county, milk dealers, headed by 
the C. H. Patten company, with its 
plant at. Lake Zurich are swinging into 
Mine and the danger of a milk strike 
similar to the one experienced last 
spring is growing less daily. Reports 
have it that all the smaller companies 
are ready to meet the producers' de- 
mand's of $2 per hundred pounds. of 3.5 
test milk. 

Early- last week just before the big 
consumers posted their winter schedule 
of prices it was rumored that another 
strike which would be more bitter than 
the one last March was sure to come. 
The Borden company stated that it 
would . contract for a month at a time 
only and hoped to get other companies 
to follow this plan. The farmers still 
held out with the result that practical- 
ly all of the small consumers stand 
ready to meet their price and the Borr 
den factories must either meet it or 
close their doors. 

The real break in the situation' came 
last Tuesday morning when the John F. 
Jelke Co., and the Victor Mey Co., an- 
nounced they would pay the association 
price for the full Bix months'' period. 
This takes all the milk a t Huj itleyjaud 
shatrputtheTBordeh'companf at 'this 

point. 

The Oatraan/ company at Dundee has 
also opened its books and is writing 
contracts at the. producers'- price for 
the six months' period. This takes all 
the milk at Dundee, Sutton, Algonquin 
and Gilberts, again eliminating Borden. 
-Two other large buyers are reported 
to have signified their intentions to open 
their books at the association price. 
One of these buyers is said to be will- 
ing to write contracts for a full year, 
notwithstanding Borden's position on 
buying by the month only. 

The association is fast gaining in 
strength and membership. New locals 
are being organized daily. Those form* 
de of late are: Monroe, Corliss, Kansas- 
ville, Dales Crossing, Brooklyn, Janes- 
ville, Burlington, Caledonia, Franklin- 
ville and Monticello, all in Wisconsin.

DR. P. C. REGAN 

METS INSTANT DEATH 
WHEN CAR IS DITCHED 



Dr. P. C. Regan of Waukegan met 
instant death and his three corapaniona 
on a fishing trip into the lake region of 
the county hod miraculous escapes from 
death at 8;45 Thursday night when a 
Ford touring car driven by A. S. Ken- 
nedy turtled near the Busse farm in 
Grant township when one of the front 
wheels crumpled. 

Dr. Regan was killed instantly. The 
ittle touring car turned a half somer- 
sault, spilling its load of human freight 
into the ditches which lined the roadway 
and the dentist struck his head against 
a telephone pole in his fall. There was 
a smile on his face, his eyes were open, 
but heart action had ceased when his 
panic stricken companions reached him. 
The four well-known Waukegan men 
eft that city at 8 o'clock on a fishing 
trip into the lake region. They fished 
in bilverlake during the morning, ate 
dinner at AntiochT then drove to Fox 
Lake where they spent the afternoon 
with rod and bait. They left Ingleside 
after 8 o'clock and were proceeding 
eastward at a smart clip, although not 
one regarded as 'dangerous or foolish, 
and were just making the turn in the 
roadway, about three-quarters of a mile 
south of the Geo. Busse farm and a 
quarter east of Ingleside, when the 
right front wheel crumpled on turn, 
which is one of the most dangerous in 
the entire county, and the machine 
turtled. Dr. Regan and Ed McDermott 
were riding in the rear seat; A. S. Ken- 
nedy was driving and Dave Adams oc- 
cupied the Beat at his side. 

When the machine turtled the auto 
spilled its load of human freight. Dr. 
Regan waa thrown head foremost out 
of the car. His head struck the tele- 
phone pole which stood within 10 feet 
of the car, killing him inatantly. The 
other three men landed in the ditch, 
and if Dr. Regan had moved one foot to 
the right or to the left, he would have 
missed the telephone pole and would 
have escaped death. , _^ .

Lift quarantine 
next monday 
re-open school 

After a two weeks forced vacation 
the school children of Waukegan may 
re-enter their classes next Monday 
morning at 9 o'clock when it ia aaid, 
the plague quarantine will be lifted. 

There are but three cases of infantile 
paralysis in Waukegan at present The 
third case developed several days ago. 
but by closing the public schools and by 
tabooing public meetings Bnd 

enforcing a strict quarantine at the 
homea where the plague caaes were 
confined, the health authoritiea stayed 
a spread of the disease. 

Many local citizens believe the dan- 
ger of a further spread of the disease 
iaover. In Kenosha, on Saturday twn 
casea of infantile paralysiB developed 
Dut the achools there weren't closed 
and health authorities paid little atten- 
tion to the cases. They did advise a 
strict quarantine of the homes wherein 
the sick were confined but apparently 
for busiueaa reaaons they did not order 
the closing of the schools nor did they 
discourage public meetings. 

Since the local schools were closed 
business men have suffered no small 
Iosb in the amount of business transact- 
ed. Theatre managera are almost de- 
spondent over the falling off in patron- 
age. It ia aaid they intended to send a 
delegation to the health orncers asking 
that the ban be lifted and that children 
under 16 be given the opportunity of 
attending all shows after Saturday. If 
the ban is lifted and the schools re open 
Monday all Sabbath school classes will 
meet as usual next Sunday.

With Waukegan pictured as the very 
heart of the nation and with Chicago 
pulling its every wire to have the 
United State Armor Plata plant located 
on a Waukegan site, it appears that 
there Is every reason to believe that 
Uncle Sam will locate a three and one- 
half million dollar aircraft station at 
Great Lakes. 

Near the training station there is an 
excellant site for the projective plant 
and if the policy of putting a substan- 
tial part of the new land navy establish- 
ment inland is carried out there is rea- 
son to expect that both the aircraft 
station and the projectile plant may be 
located near the navy 'a great inland 
base near Chicago, the heart of the 

nation. 

The naval appropriation act for the 
fiscal year ending June 1917, provides 
i $3,500,000, to be expended under the 
I direction of the navy for procuring, 
producing, constructing, operating, pre* 
serving, storing and handling aircraft 
including rigid dirigibles and appurten- 
ances, maintenance of aircraft stations 
and experimental work in the develop- 
ment of aviation for naval purposes.' 
--.The -act- also -provides $86,000 -.for an ' 
advisory committee for aeronautics. 
The act provides i $125; 000 for the pur- 
chase, repair and alteration of a ship 
for the naval malitia of Illinois. 

The act also provides for a projectile 
plant. Toward the erection and equip- 
ment of a plant for the manufacture of 
projectilea, on a site to be selected by 
the President, including- the employ- 
ment of all necessary expert drafting: 
and clerical assistance, to coBt when, 
completed not exceeding; $1,411,222 to 
be available until expended, 

A. substantial number of naval ex- 
perts believe that a. large part of the 
development of the navy upon land' 
ought to take place inland at points 
safe from an invasion by eea. .The 
Navy Department haa already estab- 
lished the big naval training atation. 
Great Lakes, near Waukegan and many 
believe that there should be established 
in the middle west a real aviation school 
or station. Experts think that the 
naval training atation at Great Lakes 
is a perfect location for the great in- 
land station. Aircraft can be handled ' 
both in the waters" of Lake Michigan* 
and on land and the great middle weat 
can be called upon to furnish a large 
numberof men who can be trained near 
home. 

In times of war, such an inland sta- 
tion could train in safety a large corps 
of experts. Aviation is somewhat de- 
veloped on the Atlantic and' Pacific 
coaata but inland government must in- 
terest the people in the moBt . modern 
method of defense. 

Not only that but in time of war it 
would be an easy matter to flhip'cai> 
loads of equipment from an aircraft 
station to either coast without any great 
delay, inasmuch as Chicago is the rail- 
road hub of the atates. Centrally locat- 
ed in the middle weat northern Illinois 
offers Uncle Sam the greateat Bite for 
the projectile; for the armor plant and 
for the aircraft st ation.

STATEMENT IN PARLIAMENT 



Crew of ,One Dirigible Killed and 
Twenty^Two of Crew of the Second 
Were ( Captured— Many Buildings 
'Destroyed by Bombs. 

\'i Sept. 20.— Twelve Zeppelins, 
raided Loudon and the south' 
counties of England last night, 
killed yo persons and Injured 110 oth- 
ers, according to u British olllclnl 
statement Issued here. Of the casual- 
ties 2S meu, women ami children were 
killed and 00 meu. women and chil- 
dren were Injured In the metropolitan 
"urea of London. • 

Two of the Zeppelin airships, both 
of a new pattern, were shot down In 
Essex. The crew of one was killed, 
but the crew of the other, consisting 
of 22 men, was captured. 

Outside of the London district two 
persons were killed and 11 Injured In 
an East Midland town, and It Is feared 
Unit two other bodies may be buried 
in the ruins. 

The missiles dropped by the hostile 
aircraft caused numerous tires and 
demolished or damaged a large number 
of residences and stores In London. 

The casualties In the metropolitan 
nroa, according to an ofllclal compila- 
tion, are as follows: 

Killed, men 17, women S, children 
11 Total, 2S. 

Injured, men 4o, women 07, children 
17. Total, 00. 

Messages from correspondents at 
yerlous points between Loudon and 
the Essex coast describe the delight 
of watchers when the first raiding air- 
ship was brought down In flumes about 
one o'clock In the morning. 

People rushed from their houses to 
points of vantage when the sound of 
guns were heard ami they watched the 
airship as it proceeded eastward con- 
stantly In the glare of concentrated 
searchlights, with shells bursting 
around It In such close proximity that 
watchers were convinced hits must 
have been scored. 

Suddenly there was n flash, then a 
hurst of flame and a storm of cheers 
as the blazing airship descended slow- 
ly, a huge ball of fire still outlined 
in the rays of the searchlights. 



Regret9 Failure of Foreign Minister to 
Appoint Successor to Discharged 
Ambassador to Washington — Looks 
to Services of Great Republic 

London, Sept. 25.— Budapest papers 
received lu London contain the fol- 
lowing report of a statement made by 
Count Albert Appouyl In the Hunga- 
rian parliament In the course of a 
speech ou the foreign policy of the 
government regarding the absence of 
the Austrn-Huiiguriuu .ambassador lu 
Washington: 

"It is ouj of the failures of the for- 
eign minister tkat he did not appoint 
an ambassador in place of the dis- 
charged Austro-lluugarian ambassa- 
dor at Washington. We are all liv- 
ing lu hope that when at last peace 
comes and when the time arrives for 
a neutral power to offer her services 
It will l)e the great republic across the 
Atlantic as most fit for a work of 
such magnitude. 

"We all hope the Dnlted States ad- 
ministration will take the uffalr in 
hand sooner or Inter when they deem 
It proper to do so, and we find our- 
selves not oven represented diplomat- 
ically In a proper manner. 

"I know that certain steps or hints 
were offered on the part of the 
United States to 4ie effect that the 
position of ambassador should be 
tilled by the monarchy. In spite of 
this we have not moved, although the 
interests of the monarchy demand 
that we should have a reliable aad 
able representative there." 

In Hungarian political circles It is 
rumored that should Count Apponyl 
himself be asked to accept the mis- 
sion as ambassador to Washington 
he would not refuse to do so.

London, Sept/ 27.— The British 
troops have captured the villages of 
.Marval and Lcs Boeufs, together with 
several lines of trenches on u six mile 
• f rout "between Gambles and Martin- 
puich, south of -the Aucre river, says 
the olllclnl report from British head- 
quarters issued here on Monday. This 
front was penetrated to a depth, of 
more than a mile. . 

Many prisoners were taken, and 
heavy losses were Inflicted on the Ger- 
mans in ■ tlds renewal of the great 
drive, on the Soritiue. The French also 
gained much ground. 

Paris, Sept. 27.— The French made 
another smashing inroad Into 15 miles 
of the German lines on the Somme 
front and the important base of Com- 
bles Is practically surrounded. 

The town of Kancourt was captured 
and Freglcourt was entered. They 
lie east and northeast of Combles re- 
spectively. The attack swept the 
French more than half a mile east of 
the road from Kancourt to I'eronne. 

The assault came after three days 
and nights of incessant bombardment 
of the Herman trenches, miles of 
which were shredded Into shapeless 
masses of pulverized earth.

BOMB DROPS NEAR HOOVER 



Leader of Belgian Relief Beside Man 

Wounded on a Seized Dutch 

Mail Steamer. 

London, Sept. 20.— The Dutch mnil 
stenmer Prlns Hendrlk, which was 
"seized by German naval forces while 
bound from Flushing for London and. 
taken Into Zeebrugge, was In great 
danger when as the steamer was be- 
ing escorted toward that port for the 
second time an entente allied aero- 
plane dropped a bomb Intended for n 
convoying German destroyer within 
twenty feet of the steamer. One 
Dutch passenger and two sailors were 
wounded. 

This is the story told by passengers 
of the Prlns Hendrlk who have landed 
here. 

Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
American commission for Belgian re- 
lief, was standing beside the wounded 
passenger and narrowly escaped In- 
jury. The hull of the vessel was 
punctured In 23 places. 



London, Sept 25.— By one of the 
most brilliant coups In the present 
war. Field Marshal von Mackenscn 
has turned what looked like over- 
whelming defeat In the Dobrudja dis- 
trict of Uoumanln Into a victory. 

Earlier dispatches declared Mncken- 
sen's forces were retreating before the 
onslaughts of the combined Russian 
and Roumanian forces, which had 
mnde a stand along the line from the 
port of Constnnza, on the Black sea, 
to the Danube. 

The text of the Berlin statement IB- 
sued on Friday, follows: 

"In Dobrudja strong Roumanian 
forces attacked southwest of Topral 
Snrl (!•! miles southwest of Constnn- 
za). By nn encircling counter-nttnek 
by German-Bulgarlan-Turklsh troops 
against the flank and rear of the ene- 
my the Roumanians are being driven 
back In disorder. 

Bucharest 'Officially stated that the 
Invaders have been driven back more 
than five miles and "are still In re- 
treat."

Van Wert, O., Sept. 20.— Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacob Blnkley of Hume, Allen 
county, and two of their children were 
killed when a train struck their auto- 
mobile near here on Sunday. Their 
two other children were seriously in- 
jured. 



Chicago, Sept. 28. — A new scale of 
bread prices for Chicago, predicted 
ever since the conference of the master 
linkers In this city more than a week 
ago, was announced on Thursday by 
one of the city's largest wholesalers, 
as effective next Thursday, September 
28. A new size loaf, resembling the 
present five-cent loaf, will he put on 
the market, but will cost six cents. 

When the master bakers were In ses- 
sion here they were advised by a law- 
yer that they must not agree to raise 
the price of bread or they could be 
prosecuted under the anti-trust law. 
but that one firm might raise the price 
independently nnd others follow of 
their own volition. Other companies 
have inalcated their intention to fol- 
low. 



Several Street Cars Completely 

Wrecked and a Score or More 

Are Arrested. 

New York, Sept 22.— Wild rioting I 
by strikers along routes where sur- 
face cars were being operated on 
Wednesday kept the police in constant 
buttles with strikers and their sympa- 
thizers. Several cars were completely 
wrecked. A score or more of rioters 
were arrested. Others were sent to hos- 
pitals or sought refuge In their homes, 
where broken .heads caused by police 
sticks were „ mended. 

Flying squadrons of policemen In au- 
tomobiles, detailed to circulate in plain 
clothes through Fifty-ninth, Forty-sec- 
ond nnd One Hundred nnd Twenty- 
fifth streets, where cars were run, 
routed many attacking mobs of strik- 
ers. 

The ferocity of the strikers eclipsed 
nny previous attempts on their part to 
check trafllc. Scores of passengers 
were more or less Injured by Hying 
glass. 

Bricks nnd bottles were hurled 
through car windows. Wherever pos- 
sible motormen put on all speed when 
they espied waiting crowds of strikers 
and In this way escaped hand-to-hand 
encounters.

The 
fact that he was obliged to put to sea 
In an open' 'boat reveals that the king 
still controls Athens, though adher- 
ents of Venizelos Irnvo seized control 
In most of the country except. where 
the Germans aud Bulgarians have 
military power.)

One could write a whole volume up- 
on'.the prowess, the exploits, the brav- 
ery and the usefulness displayed by 
the dog in this great war, but I must 
content myself, with recording a few 
of tlte more prominent cases which 
have come under my notice of the in- 
telligence, sagacity, fidelity and devo- 
tion to duty which have characterized 
the dog under altogether novel con- 
ditions. 

The French have nn ossoclutlon of 
.war dogs, the president of which Is 
Mr. Etlenne, formerly war minister, 
and the nctlng president, Mr. Beilan, 
formerly president of the municipal 
council. This association Is really u 
dog academy, In which u curriculum 
of tuition Is laid down to fit the 
psychological capability of each canine 
student. 

The Prussians attach a team of 
dogs to every Jager (rifle) battalion, 
which are under the control of practi- 
cal doggy officers. They are mostly 
of the sheepdog breed, u register of 
which, numbering 35,000, is kept for 
moblllzutlon purposes by tho Vereiu 
fur Deutsche Schaferhund. , Dogs /ire 
also employed by other regiments,- up 
to ten with euch battalion. They are 
mostly of the aime breed, but Airedale 
terriers, Dobennan Tinschers and. box- 
ers (a sort of bull terrier) are also 
employed. 

• Work ol Belgian Dogs. 
Both Kusslu and .Belgium have 
ihelr war dogs, which have been large- 
ly employed with the greatest success. 
When the Prussian hosts swept 
through Belgium the dogs of King Al- 
beit and his soldiers performed 'won- 
ders In the way of sentry work uud the 



pieces of the lighter order for rapid 
firing. 

If Is officially stated that the "Red 
Cross Dog League," which begun ac- 
tivities early in the war with eight 
dogs, now has 2,300 : In "the field, (;uch 
with Its own trainer. It is asserted 
that the llyes'of at least 8,000 wounded 
men have been saved by these dogs. 

As illustrative of what dogs can do 
in warfnre it Is recorded that: 

"A newly trained dog was brought 
into u front line trench one night In 
France and after sniffing the air 
awhile 'pointed obstinately at a cer- 
tain point In the'trench nnd could not 
be Induced to come away. Ills com- 
panions declared that there must he 
some Prussians neur by, but the habi- 
tual occupants of the trench ridiculed 
the - ideii"; the "thing was Impossible, 
they said. 

"Suddenly a soldier asked whether 
it was possible that tho dog hud struck 
a listening post. Everyone knew that 
there was one about somewhere, but 
no one had ever been able to spot It. 
The captain was skeptical, but or- 
dered fire rockets to be sent; up, nnd 
there, sure enough, were three Prus- 
sians posted In a spot only a dozen 
yards or so off the trench. 

•'The dog had nosed out In less 'than 
a quarter of an hour n listening post 
which the entire regiment had spent 
two months trying to find." 

Marquis, a Dog Hero. 
Marquis, the famous regimental dis- 
patch dog of the French Infantry, was 
mentioned as having fallen nt the bat- 
tle of Soretourg, on the Belgian fron- 
tier. Ills soldier comrades burled 
him and raised a monument over his 
grave. lie was dispatched with a mes- 
sage at a time when It was not safe 
to send a human messenger owing to 
the Intensity of the Prussian fire. 
Marquis received a bullet wound nnd 
fell, but rose to his feet and crawled 
back with the message undelivered, 
letting It drop out of his mouth, 
stained with blood, nt his muster's 
feet. 

It wns mnlnly .through the. Instru- 
mentality of tho British wnr dogs, 
Pell, Podge, North, Hue nnd Ituff that 
the French army was nble to drive the 
Prussians out of the Boeslnghe woods 
in- one of the Ypres engngements. 
wlille Prusco, n bull terrier that served 
with the French motorcyclist scouts, 
k being carried In: the*»sIdo car, was 



most useful In currying messuges Luck 
to hendqunrters. 

The dog Dyrnne, on nccount of his 
grent sagacity nnd clever work with 
the French urmy, bus also won fume, 
and Liite, which distinguished himself 
In one' of the Verdun engagements, 
was mentioned as follows: 

"Employed as nn advanced sentinel 
(luring the night of February 21, .he 
gave warning first of the German at- 
tack by repeated growls, and com- 
pelled attention." 

Foils German Attack. 
Another story Is told of the exploits 
of n French sentry dog: 

"The night was dark; apparently 
asleep, the dog lay for some time nt his 
master's feet. Suddenly, he jumped up 
nnd stared through the darkness in 
the direction of the Prussian lines, 
nnd then uttered u low growl. Ills 
sentry muster needed no further hint 
but stmightwny. ' went buck und 
warned* his comrades, who lily low. 

"In due course the Prussians crept 
up to tho foremost trench, expecting 
to tnke the French by surprise, When 
a shower of shrapnel was poured onto 
them nt polntblnnk range, und \hose 
who were not killed, were captured." 

The dog Ben of Anznc, which lost 
two feet from frostbite while on duty 
In Gnlllpoll, and was put up ut auction 
by lils .owner, Trooper Ben Squlrrell 
of the > Suffolk Yeomanry, reullzed 
£101 (about $505) at Ipswich Bed 
Gross sale. 

An instance of a dog's fidelity Is 
that In which a dog in the south of 
England, whose master had enlisted 
and gone to France, subsequently fol- 
lowed him, 'boarding u steamer cross- 
ing the channel, and tracing him al- 
most to the firing line. 

As showing the Inseparable alllnnco 
in this war between soldiers nnd dogs, 
It may be stated that, besides the ac- 
tual army of wnr dogs, nearly every 
British, French, Belgian; llusslnn and 
Italian regiment bus Its own special 
cunlne "muscot."

STATEMENT IN PARLIAMENT 



Crew of One Dirigible Killed and 
- Twenty-Two of Crew of the Second 
,.- Were , Captured— Many Buildings 
: Are/Destroyed by Bombs. 

/^London, Sept. 20.— Twelve Zeppelins, 
•iyhfch raided London and the south* 
/ehst counties of England last night, 
killed 30 persons and Injured 110 oth- 
ers, according to a British olllclal 
statement Issued here. Of the casual- 
ties 2S men, women .and children were 
killed and 00 men, women und chil- 
dren were Injured In the metropolitan 
urea of London. 

Two of the Zeppelin airships, both 
of a new pattern, were shot down In 
Esses. The crew of one was killed, 
but the crew of the other, consisting 
of 22 men, was captured. 

Outside of the London district two 
persons were killed and 11 injured In 
an East Midland town, and it Is feared 
that two other bodies may be burled 
lit the ruins. 

The missiles dropped by the hostile 
aircraft caused numerous fires and 
demolished or damaged a large number 
of residences and stores In London. 

The casualties in the metropolitan 
area, according to an official compila- 
tion, are as follows: 

Killed, men 17, women 8, children

Injured, men *lo. women 37, children 
17. Total, 09. 

Messages from correspondents at 
yerlous points between London am! 
the Essex coast describe the delight 
of watchers when the first raiding air 
ship was brought down in flumes about 
oue o'clock In the morning; 

People rushed from their houses to 
points of vantage when the sound of 
guns were heard ami they watched the 
airship as It proceeded eastward con- 
stantly In the glare of concentrated 
searchlights, with shells bursting 
around It In such close proximity that 
watchers were convinced hits must 
have been scored. 

Suddenly there was a flash, then a 
burst of flame and a storm of cheers 
as the blazing airship descended slow- 
ly? a huge ball of fire still outlined 
In the rays of the searchlights. 



Regrets Failure of Foreign Minister to 
Appoint Successor to Discharged 
Ambassador to Washington— Looks 
to Services of Great Republic. 

London, Sept. 25.— Budapest papers 
received In London contain the fol- 
lowing report of a statement made by 
Count Albert Apponyl in the Hunga- 
rian parliament In the course of a 
speech on the foreign policy of the 
government regarding the absence of 
the Ausiro-Ilungarian ambassador lu 
Washington : 

•'It Is oni of the failures of the for- 
eign minister tkut he did not appoint 
an ambassador In place of the dis- 
charged Austro-llungaHan nnibassu- 
doi* at Washington. We are all liv- 
ing lu hope that when at last peace 
conies and when the time arrives for 
a neutral power to offer her services 
it will be the great republic across the 
Atlantic as most fit for a work of 
such magnitude. 

"We all hope the United States ad- 
ministration will take the affair In 
hand sooner or later when they deem 
it proper to do so. and we find our- 
selves not even represented diplomat- 
ically in a proper maimer. 

"1 know that certain stops or hints 
were offered on ' the part of the 
United States to tiie effect that the 
position of ambassador should be 
filled by the monarchy. In spite of 
this we have not moved, although the 
interests of the monarchy demand 
that we should have a reliable and 
able representative there." 

In Hungarian political circles it is 
rumored that should Count Apponyl 
himself be asked to accept the mis- 
sion as ambassador to Washington 
he would not refuse to do 'so.

This 
front was penetrated to a depth of 
more than, a mile. 

Many prisoners were taken, and 
heavy losses were indicted on the Ger- 
mans In this renewal of the great 
j drive *on the Somnie. The French also 
gained much ground. 

Paris, Sept. 27. — The French, made 
(mother smashing Inroad Into 15 miles 
of the German lines on the Somme 
front and the Important base of Com- 
bles Is practically surrounded. 

The town of Uancourt was captured 
ami Freglcourt was entered. "They 
lie east and northeast of Combles re- 
spectively. The attack swept the. 
French more than half a mile east -of 
the road from Uancourt to Peronue. r 

The assault came after three days 
and nights of incessant bombardment 
of the German trenches, miles of 
which were shredded into shapeless 
masses of pulverized earth.

One 
Dipeh pnssenger and two sailors were 
wounded. 

This is the story toljl by passengers 
of the Prins Ilendrlk who have landed

Herbert C. Iloover, chairman of the 
American commission for Belgian re- 
lief, wns standing beside the wounded 
-pnssenger and narrowly escaped In- 
jury. The hull of the vessel was 
punctured In 23 places. 



ALLIES ROUTED, SAYS BERLIN 

Field Marshal Von Mackensen's En- 

circling Movement Shattered 

Line in Dobrudja. 

London, Sept. 25— By one of the 
most brilliant coups In the present 
wnr, Field Marshal von Mnckensen 
has turned what looked like over- 
whelming defeat In the Dobrudja dis- 
trict of Koumanla Into a victory. 

Earlier dispatches declared Macken- 
sen's forces were retrentlng before the 
onslaughts of the combined- Russian 
and Roumanlnn forces, which had 
made a stand nlong the line from the 
port of Constnnza, on the Black sen. 
to the Danube. 

The text of the Berlin statement is- 
sued on Friday, follows: 

"In Dobrudja strong Roumanian 
forces attacked southwest of Topral 
Sari (14 miles southwest of Constnn- 
za). By an encircling counter-nttack 
by Germnn-Bulgnrlan-Turklsh troops 
against the flank nnd rear of the ene- 
my the Roumnnlnns are being driven 
back In disorder. 

Bucharest officially stated that the 
Invnders have been driven hnck more 
than five miles und "are still In re- 
treat."

One Company First to Announce Price 

Increase Effective Thursday — 

Other Firms to Follow. 

Chicago, Sept 23. — A new scale of 
bread prices for Chicago, predicted 
ever since the conference of the master 
bakers In this city more than a week 
ago, was announced on Thursday by 
one of the city's largest wholesalers, 
as effective next Thursday, September 
28. A new size loaf, resembling the 
present live-cent louf, will he put on 
the market, but will cost six cents. 

When the master bakers were In ses- 
sion here they were advised by a law- 
yer that they must not agree to raise 
the price of bread or they could be 
prosecuted under the anti-trust law, 
but that one firm might raise the price 
independently and others follow of 
their own volition. Other companies 
have lnulcated their intention to fol- 
low. 



Several Street Cars Completely 

Wrecked and a Score or More 

Are Arrested. 

New York, Sept 22.— Wild rioting 
by strikers along routes where sur- 
face cars were being operated on 
Wednesday kept the police in constant 
bnttles with strikers nud their sympa- 
thizers. Several cars were completely 
wrecked. A score or more of rioters 
were arrested. Others were sent to hos- 
pitals or sought refuge in their homes, 
where broken heads caused by police 
sticks were mended. 

Flying squadrons of policemen In nu- 
tomohlles, detailed to circulate In plain 
clothes through Fifty-ninth. Forty-sec- 
ond and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth streets, where enrs were run, 
routed many attacking mobs of strik- 
ers.

Scores of passengers 
were more or less Injured by hying 
glass.

Wherever pos- 
sible mntonaen put on all speed when 
they espied waiting crowds of, strikers 
and In this way escaped hand-to-hand 
encounters.

Venlzelos, the former premier, left 
Athens at five o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. The merchant ship Hesperia 
picked him up from a boat in -the open 
sea. ' 

It is said that M. Venlzelos will 
first visit Crete and then proceed to 
Salonikl. 

(Tiie inference from the nbovo dis- 
patch Is that M. Venlzelos wns forced 
to flee from Athens secretly lu order 
to carry out his plans for a revolu- 
tion which would put Greece into the 
war on the side of the allies. The 
fact that he was obliged to put to sea 
in an open bont reveals that the Icing 
still controls Athens, though adher- 
ents of Venlzelos have seized control 
in most of the country except where 
tlie Germans and Bulgarians . have 
military power.) 

Thirty thousnnd armed Cretans 
now control Crete in behalf of Venl- 
zelos. They have turned over. all gov- 
ernment buildings to the leaders of 
the separatist movement ; 

Many of Venlzelos' most ardent 
supporters have been urging, him to 
end the .situation ht Athens by over- 
throwing the king. 

The complete success of the revolu- 
tionists on tho Island of Crete is said 
to have Inspired him to immediate 
action.

DOGS ARE REAL 
HEROES IN WAR 

Nobler Instincts of Animal 

Brought Out and Made 

Use Of. 



BEST KIND OF .SENTINELS 



Remarkable and Touching Incidents 
Recorded About Canine Contin- 
gents of the Franco-Brltloh . 
Continental Armies — A 
Dog Academy. 



London.— Mr. Theodore Mnrples, F. 
Z. S., editor of Our Dogs, writes its fol- 
lows In the Continental Mali:' 

When the war Is* over and its ter« 
rlble Incidence Is committed to the his- 
torian, to chronicle ia permanent form, 
the 'dog, the tradlUonal "friend of 
fiuin," miiht surely come under review, 
for has lie not often formed a part of 
tlie operations — held the position of a 
genuine military unit, and not an un- 
important one either — in the warfare? 

lu this world war real "dogs of war" 
have been "let loose," as in ancient 
ltoman wars, with this distinction, that 
the dog's natural propensity has been 
suppressed; all his nobler Instincts 
havo been brought out, so that It has 
been possible to employ him with safe- 
ty and success as scout.-scntry, mes- 
senger,' ns a draught animal for draw- 
ing small field pieces in situations 
which neither horse nor motor trac- 
tion could negotiate, and last, but not 
least. In finding wounded soldiers and 
carrying succor to them. 

Everybody will have read of the ter- 
raced colony- of dogs 'In their dugouts 
lu the north of France, which form a 
standing army of war dogs, fully 
" equipped with every device of canine 
military paraphernalia; of Lieut, ltene 
Haas and his journey to Alasku and 
return to France with upward of one 
hundred huskies — a hardy cross be- 
tween the Eskimo dog and the wolf— 
and other sledge dogs of the neflr Arc- 
tic regions for the. French army^ of 
the success of Lieutenant Megn'n, ed- 
itor of L'Elcveur, and his army (tf war 
dogs, which he organized and success- 
fully employed on the Held of battle 
at the instance of the French govern- 
ment. He was director of the dogs 
attached to the Seventh French army. 
A Dog Academy. 
One could write a whole volume up- 
on the prowess, the exploits, the brav- 
ery und the usefulness displayed by 
the dog In tills great war, but I must 
content myself with recording a few 
of the more prominent cases which 
have come under my notice of the In- 
telligence, sagacity, fidelity and devo- 
tion to duty which have characterized 
the dog under altogether novel con- 
ditions. 

The French have an association of 
war dogs, the president of which Is 
Wr. Etlenhe, formerly war minister, 
and the acting president, Mr. Italian; 
formerly president of the munlclpa 
council. This association is really a 
dog academy, lu which a curriculum 
Of tuition Is laid down to lit the 
psychological capability of each canine 
htudent. 

The .Prussians' attach a team of 
dogs to every jager (rllle) battalion, 
which are under the control of practi- 
cal doggy officers. They are mostly 
of the sheepdog breed, a register of 
which, numbering 10,000, Is kept for 
inoblllzntloii purposes by Ute Vereln 
fur Deutsche Sehuferhund. Dogs arc 
also employed by other regiments, up 
to t,eu with each battalion. They are 
mostly oi the same breed, but Airedale 
terriers, Dobcrmaa IMnschers and box- 
ers (a sort of bull terrier) are also 
employed, v 

Work oi Belgian Dogs. 
Both ltussla ami Belgium have 
their war dogs, which have been large- 
ly employed with the greatest success. 
When the. Prussian hosts swept 
through. Belgium the dogs of King Al- 
bert and his soldiers performed won- 
ders In tlie way of sentry work and the 



pieces of the lighter order for rapid 
firing. 

It Is officially stated that the "Bed 
Cross Dog League," which began ac- 
tivities early In tho war with eight 
dogs, now has 2,000 In the field, each 
with Its own trainer. .It is nsserte'd 
thnt the lives of at least 8,000 wounded 
men have been saved by these dogs. 

As illustrative of what dogs can do 
In warfare it Is recorded that: 

"A newly, trained dog was brought 
Into a front line trench one' night In 
Franco and after snllllng the air 
awhile 'pointed obstinately -at a cur- 
tain point in the trench and could not 
ho Induced to come away. Ills com- 
panions- declared that there must he 
some Prussians near by, but the habi- 
tual occupants of the trench ridiculed 
the Idea; the thing was Impossible, 
they said. 

"Suddenly n soldier asked whether 
It was possible that the dog had struck 
a listening post. Everyone knew that 
there was one about somewhere, but 
no one had ever been able to spot It. 
The captain was skeptical, but or- 
dered lire rockets -to- be sent up, and 
there, sure enough, were three Prus- 
sians posted In a spot only a dozen 
yards or so off the trench. 

"The dog had nosed out In less than 
a quarter of an hour a llstealng post 
which the entire regiment had spent 
two months trying to And." 

Marquis, a Dog Hero. 

Marquis, the famous reglmcntnl dis- 
patch dog of the French Infantry, was 
mentioned as hnvlng fallen at the bat- 
tle of Saretourg, on tlie Belgian fron- 
tier." Ills soldier comrades burled 
him nnd raised a monument over his 
grave. He was dispatched with a mes- 
sage at a time when It was not safe 
to send a human messenger owing to 
the Intensity of the/ Prusslnn lire.

It was mainly through the Instru- 
mentality of the British war dogs, 
Pell, Podge, North, Bac and Ruff that 
the French army was able to drive the 
Prussians out of the Boeslnghe woods 
in one of the Ypres engagements, 
while Prusco, a bull terrier that served 
with the French motorcyclist scouts, 
being curried In the slue car, was 



most useful In carrying messages Lack 
to headquarters! 

The dog Dyrnne, on account of his 
greut sagacity and clever work with 
the French army,- has also won fame, 
and Lutz. which distinguished himself 
in one of the Verdun engagements, 
was mentioned as follows: 

"Employed ns an advanced sentinel 
during the night of February 21, he 
gave warning first of the German at- 
tack, by repented growls, and com- 
pelled attention," 

Foils German Attack. 
Another story Is told of the exploits 
of a French sentry dog: 

"The night wns dark; apparently 
asleep, the dog lay for some time at his 
master's feet. Suddenly he jumped up 
and stared • through the darkness In 
the direction of the Prussian lines, 
and then uttered a low growl. Ills 
sentry master needed no further hint 
but straightway went back and 
warned his comrades, who lay low. 

"In due course the Prussians crept 
up to the foremost trench, expecting 
to take the French by surprise, when 
a shower of shrapnel was poured onto 
them nt pointblank range, and those 
who were not killed were captured." 

The dog Ben of Anzac, which lost 
two feet from frostbite while on duty 
In GalllQolIrand wns put up ut auction 
by his owner. Trooper Ben Squlrrell 
of the Suffolk Yeomanry, realized 
£101 (about $005) at Ipswich Red 
Cross sale. 

An Instance of a dog's fidelity Is 
that In .which n dog In the south of 
Eaglaad, whose master had enlisted 
and gone to France, subsequently fol- 
lowed hlin, boarding u steamer cross- 
ing the channel, and tracing him al- 
most to the firing lino. ' 

As showing the Inseparable alliance 
in this war between soldiers and dogs, 
It may be stated that, besides the ac- 
tual army of war dogs, nearly every 
British, French. Belgian, Russian and 
Italian regiment has its own special 
canine "mascot."
